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JOHN HOLL ANDS 
SPEECH 


Is PARLIAMENT, 


Mr. Speaker : 


HE times of Action are not for Rheterickt 

and Elocution, which emboldens mee to riſes 

and though I muſt needs know my felfe to 
be one of the youngeſt Schollers,and youngeſt profi- 
Cients,in this great Schoote of wiſedotue,yct I con- 
ceive it a great part of my duty at this time, both ro 
deliver my ſenſe and Conſcience. 

We are called hither, Mr. Speater,by the Kings Re- 
gall power, we {it here by the Kings Majeſtics grace 
and favour ; and fince his Majeſtic hath bin ſo graci- 
Ous 4s to leave the Goverment in our hands, I doubt 
not,but we ſhall lay ſuch a foundation,the beginning 
of this Parliamentthat we ſhall make it a happy age, 
a long and a laſting one, fince the emineur dangers 
theſe times, the preſent diftempers of theſe eftates 3 
hercin his Majeſty and our owne neceflity , yea 
and the Kingdomes 34 , doth require it , 
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we are 10w called as I conceive of the report tow of 
his Majeſtics Declaration, for 4+ principall cauſes. 

1. Firſt, The ſupplying of his Majeſties wants, 

2. Secondly, For the reliefe of our Brethren, 

3. Thirdly, For the redreſſe of our grievances, 

4. eAnd Fourthly, For the remote of the Scottiſh 
Army. 

That his Majeſties wants are great and many, Mr. 
Speaker, I thinke there is no body doubts, and it is 2s 
CCrtaine Our grievances are {o tooy they arc great and 
many both in Church and Common-wealth. 

I ſhall but touch them incither, fince they have 
already beene ſo fully demonſtrated , beth inthe 
Church, by the ufurping power and pacification of 
lome Prelates and their adherents. 

By which meanes, many great dangers, mngvati- 
ons of Doctrine, of Diſcipline, of Goveramentghave 
beene thruſt out upon us,by publique ſufferancgg,and 
Prieſts,& Jeſuirespermittedand ſuffered,nor onely to 
come, but to abide and reſide in the Land, by which 
meanes the number of the Romiſh Catholfques are 
dangerouſly multiplyed,Idolatry encreaſed,and Gods 
neavy Judgement is highly provoked inthe Com- 
mon-wealth, by the late and gveat innovations of the 
Prerogative Royall,which have broke out,and almoſt 
overturned all our liberties, even thoſe which have 
_ beſt and ftrongeſt fortified, the great Charter it 
ſelfe. | 

Mr. Speaker, that which hath beene ſo often, fo 
ſolemnely cenfirined by ſucceſſion of ſo many Prin- 
ces, ratified by his Majeſties Raigne, ſounded by for- 
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mer ages, purpoſed to keepe the beames even and 
right, betweene Soveraignc aud Subject. 

This Mr. Speater.the deareſt and ſureſt part of our 
inhcritance, hath beenc infr:nged, broken and ſet at 
naught, In the Common vealth the over-potency of 
ſome few great ones, ſacred Counſellours of State,fro 
whoſe advice'tis thought the greateſt part of their 
diſtempers, uader which the body of the Common- 
wealth at this time labours, derives their originals,by 
their miſchievous pradtiſes, and policies of ſore 
ſubrle projectors, which under the title of the Kings 
profite, and goods, and the publique good, have en- 
tituled themſelves toa vaſt and great eſtate, and by 
the dammage of the whole Kingdome, 


They are Mr. Speaker, the very Mothes and Can- 
kers, that have caten out all Trade and Commerce, 
the very beauty, health, and ſtrength, and the life of 
this famous Iſland, in the Common-wealth by the 
over long,large entertainment of forrainers and ſtran- 
cers, and that at his Majefties exccſſive charge > by 
which meanes his Majefties Coffcrs are emptyed, 
his Revenue rhortned,and the Kingdome many other 
wayes opprefled. 

But Mr. Speate7, I ſhall not travell my ſelfe any 
further , in ſo long, ſo vaſt a field, I ſhall now 
ſhortly repreſent my owne weake apprehenfions 
of our progreſſians in all theſe particulars, for which 
we have beene called , and inall humility ſubmit 


them, and firſt of his Majefties ſupply. 
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{ Joe bumnbly defire we may proceed therewith in 
duc timeand that with all Loyalty, Dutie, and L1- 
burty , as evcr any Pcople expreſled towards their 
Prince, ] rhinke I may confidently ſay, the preſent 
affaires ofthe Kingdomerequire it, 1n the reliete of 
our Brethren jn the North parts,with a ſenſe of Cha- 
rity, and fellow-fceling of their 44 iſerres, AﬀliRions, 
and Loſſes, and the Remove of the Scottiſh forces, 
with a ſoft and gentle hand,of moderation, pacificati- 
on,and reconciliationif poſſible it may be done with 
his Majeſties Honour,and the Kingdomes fafety : It 
not, and that they (hall ſtill refuſe to part in peace, 
then to Repell and Repulſe them with force and Ri- 
gorous ſpirits , with valiant and united hearts and 
hands,ſuch as (hall beſt become the Honour and An- 
ticnt Renowne of our Engliſh Nation, 


In Redrefſe of our Grievances of thoſe of the 
Church,which ought to have the priority in our con- 
ſulrarions,aſwell in reſpe@ of the necefſity and digni- 
ty :In theſe, Ir. Speaker, I doehumbly defire, and 
doubt not but we ſhall procced with all true Piety, 
and well and right grounded zeale towards God, his 
houſe, & his truth 3 In theſe of the Common-wealth, 
with a Religious care of the Countryes freedome in 
the faithful] performance of the truſt repoſed in us, 
by them thar ſent us, in preſervation of our antient 
Rights, the Rights of our inheritance, our Libertics, 
our Priviledges,our Properties,yet in all, Mr.Spea- 
ker, I doe humbly ſuc,wve may proceed as beſt ſuiting 
the Natureand condition of theſe diſtemper'd times, 
as 
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as beſt becomming the Honour,Dignicy, and V/iſe- 
, dome of this,ſo great a Court, ſogreat aCoun- 
ſell, withall Temper, Modettie, and all 
due Moderation.
